OF GLEICHEN 


(By J. N. MeDonald in the Calgary 
Albertan.) 


In a couple of months the village 
of Gleichen will be known no more 
as such, but the town of Gleichen 
will take its place as the youngest 
of the incorporated towns of Al- 
berta. 

Gleichen one of the oldest 
places along the main line of the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway, and its 
history for the past twenty-five 
years has been a very varied one. 
In the summer of 1888, the C. P.R. 
railway construction reached Glei- 
chen, and it was made a supply de- 
pot for the contractors and was 
afterwards made a freight divisional 
point as the road was pushed further

west. A railway yard was laid out, 
round house and machine shops 
were erected, and a considerable 


little village grew up in® which the 
railway employees had their homes.

Strong Letter on College Location 


Call by Mr. Tregilts eat 
having appeare| in the E Imonton Alberta Honrestead it will be interest- 
ing to see the premier’s reply: 


The following letter has been sent The 


Lethbridge, the burning question was the “‘location of the agrieultural 
college’? whieh aroused quite as nyuch iméerest and discussion as the ina 
portant question of irrigation. 

Those who had an oppertunity af discussing the location question 
with the premier, members of the senate, an | officials ef the department 
of agriculture, certainly had some eye openers. 

Previously I had refused to believe that Premier Rutherford would 
insist on placing this college in his own town, in face of the strong and 
increasing Opposition of the tillers of the soil; but hearing him declare 
his intention, of which he male no secret, a revelation to me. He 
implied that the voice of the people, oxprossed im the majority given him 
at the last election, investe| hing with power to place the college where 
he pleases, and Strathcona is his choice. 

While it was true that the Rutherford government was returned 
by the people’s majority, it was to show our appreciation of the good 
work accomplished (and it is only fair to say that for amateur legislators 
they did well} and to give them the opportunity to carry out the policy 
which they outlined at the time of the election; but the location of the 
agricultural college was not an issue at that time. 

The Hon. C. W. Cross (a lnittedly the shrewdest of our politic 
ians) did refer to this question at his mectings in different towns, but | 
repeat it was not.a question at the last election, and if the premier take 
our token of appreciation for work done, and promised to be done, ax a 
license to act in this arbitrary manner, he may find that 
ind “the majority’? will be represented ant embodied in 
person, after the next election. 

It seems preposterous that a senate composed of representatives of 
tvarious professions and trades with only one representing agriculture, led 
by the principal of the university, should take upon themselves to settle 
the most important question tha has yet come before the people; without 
any reference to the people following the calling alghough they conipose 
some 80 per cent of the whole population of Alberta; 
when it is known, that some members of the senate and others are work- 
ing with a due sense of favors to come. 

It is readily admitted by everyone, the premier included, that 
wriculture is the most important industry andl thos agriculgural education 
is most urgently neeled, yet every other class of etucation has been pro- 
vided for, while this has been negluctcb kf agriculture ie as important 
isall admit, it should be considere.| accordingly amd the agricultural 
‘ollege should have been the first to be established, 

Those who care to give any though to this matter can casily sce 
from the upward trend in values of agricultural produce, how closely the 
consumer is treading on the heals of the producer; we need this college 
so for purposes of rescarch, as our very existence depends on the way 
we cultivate our lands. Those of us who have followed this phase of the 
question, know the way the soil is being searched for hey mysteries and 
how she is being made to yield ¢hem, but work of this kind although as 
necessary and important in this province as any other, has not yet been 
touched.

In all of these cases, 
excepting two, the defendant was 
convicted and a fine imposed, One 
of the latest cases heard was against 
the Imperial Development Com- 
pany of Winnipeg, for neglecting to 
destroy weeds on their property at 
Taber. The company was fined 
$10 and costs. On Monday, the 
16th, a councillor for a local im- 
provement district in the northern 
part of the province was fined $10 
and costs for neglecting to employ 
men on the road allowances. Six 
cases will be heard this week in 
Taber and five in Raymond, The 
weed inspectors intend to see that 
that their instructions are carrie | 
out this season. So far no com- 
plaints have been laid in the Glei- 
chen district, but it is understood 
that several may be very soon.
